on the roads of this Island is made of slate 
stone which grinds into mud very readily 
by the pressure and friction of wheels. 
In 


one or two summers it mostly disappears 
and washes into the ditches, and when, tho 
same is placed again on the road it is worth 
but little more than common earth. Three 
loads to the rod or twelve hundred and 
tixty loads to the mile is probably frequently 
used at a cost of at least one dollar per 
load or $1260 per mile. For twice thii 
sum the road may probably be dug out to 
the depth of two feet and filled with small 
stones which if kept well covered with earth 
will make the best kind of road and last for 
ages, whereas the gravel mil want renew- 
ing if put on clay or earth foundation, every 
two or three years. Which is the cheapest 
and best in the long run of the two methods 
of treating roads liable to bo muddy?
